“‘Giving is Ageless’’ is the theme of 
Stewardship ’84, scheduled to begin in all 
parishes with the Sunday Masses of Feb. 
5, announced Father William A. Kraft, 
Stewardship director. 


Stewardship funds diocesan outreach in 
education, Catholic Community services, 
priestly formation and assistance, 
diocesan development, including new 
parishes, and aid to the universal Church. 
A special feature of the program includes 
a ‘‘fair-share’’ rebate to the parishes of all 
monies received above the diocesan 
quota. 

THE CAMPAIGN was officially 
launched by Father Kraft and Bishop Leo 
T. Maher last week with three afternoon 
clergy conferences. They were at St. 
Mary Magadelene Church, San Diego, 
Jan, 23; St. Francis Church, Vista, Jan 
24; and St. Mary’s School, El Centro, 
Jan. 25. An evening general meeting for 
parish secretaries and Stewardship 
chairmen was held Jan. 24 at St. Mary’s 
parish hall in National City. 


Stewardship ’83, said Father Kraft, 
brought in just over 2 million dollars, of 
which $589,012 was returned to the

Two more pastors have been 
reassigned by Bishop Leo T. Maher after 
consultation with the Clergy.

The new changes followed the 
reassignment and naming of nine new 
pastors the week before, as well as the 
transfer of a number of associates, said 
Father Campbell, personnel board 
director. 


THE LATEST moves involve Father 
Lloyd V: Bourgeois and Father William 
R. Savord,. effective Feb. 16. Father 
Bourgeois, pastor of St. Brigid’s Church, 
Pacific Beach, will become pastor of San 
Rafael Church, Rancho Bernardo. 
Father Savord, pastor at San Rafael, will 
succeed Father Bourgeois at St. Brigid’s. 


Father Bourgeois has been at St. Brigid 
since 1977, and was pastor of Holy 
Family Church in Linda Vista for eight 
years before that. He had earlier served 
the diocese in Calexico, San Bernardino, 
Fort Yuma, Blythe and Indio. 

Father Savord, the founding pastor of 
San Rafael, has been at the Rancho 
Bernardo parish since July of 1976. He 
was pastor of St. Margaret Mary in 
Chino for five years before that; he.was 
also chaplain at Mercy Hospital.

parishes; the amount of the rebate 
depends upon the goal set by each pastor 
over and above his diocesan amount, he 
noted. 


‘People gave more than ever before 
last year,’’ said Father Kraft. More than 
20,000 people pledged an average of 
$111, and 435 pledged more than $500; 
better than 96 percent honored their 
pledges. ‘‘As campaigns go, that’s a very 
good figure,’’ he added. 

“THE THEOLOGY of Stewardship 
is the theology of Jesus Christ,’’ said 
Father Kraft. ‘‘A real theology of giving 
says, ‘I want to return to God part of the 
blessings He has given me.’ ”’ 


While Stewardship is designed to meet 
“the many and multiple services of the 
diocese,’’ said Father Kraft, ‘‘the secret 
of our success is that we are a parish- 
oriented program.’’ Campaign expenses 
amount to less than six certs of every 
dollar, compared with the more than 30 
cents on the dollar considered 
‘‘acceptable’’ by national fund-raising 
organizations, he noted. 


The more than half-million dollars 
rebated to the parishes from Stewardship 
’83 was for priorities earmarked by the 
parishes themselves, said Father Kraft. 
Another $1.5 million-plus went for 
educational ministry; religious education 
programs in Spanish and English; youth 
and campus ministries; services to the 
disabled, the aged, single pregnant 
women; vocations, students in theology, 
priests’ retirement and health insurance; 
diocesan development; aid to the 
neighboring dioceses of Tijuana and 
Mexicali; and other programs, all of 
which use Stewardship as the major part 
of their funding. 


“STEWARDSHIP IS a very serious 
matter, an obligation we all have arising 
out of our faith,’’ Bishop Maher told the 
clergy at all three conferences. ‘“There is 
never a time of life we aren’t giving, a 
time we don’t want to receive. 
Stewardship is a love of God...a love of 
neighbor...a love of the commandments 
expressed in a meaningful way.”’ 


The bishop noted that the new Code of

NEW ARCHBISHOP — Pope John Paul 
II has named Bishop John J. O’Connor of 
’ Scranton, Pa., to head the 2-million-member 
Archdiocese of New York. The new 
archbishop, 64, holds the rank of rear admiral 
in the Navy and was a chaplain for 27 years; 
he will succeed Cardinal Terence Cooke who 
died last October. 

BISHOP KILLED — Bishop George A. 
Fulcher of Lafayette, Ind., chairman of the 
bishops’ follow-up committee on the war and 
peace pastoral, died in a one-car accident Jan. 
25. Bishop Fulcher, 61, was returning from 
Terre Haute after addressing a group of 
Religious superiors on the pastoral. The 
bishop’s car rolled down an embankment and 
burst into flames and the bishop died of smoke 
inhalation, investigators said. 


LOS ANGELES — Paulist Father 
Eugene M. Burke, CSP, who taught 
theology at the Catholic University of 
America for more than 30 years, died of 
congestive heart failure Jan. 29 at his 
sister’s home here. The 73-year-old priest 
had retired to San Diego and lived with 
the Paulist community at the University 
of California, San Diego. He was one of 
the founders of the American Catholic 
Theological Society. There will be a 
memorial service for Father Burke Feb. 6 
at 7:30 p.m. at University Lutheran 
Church, No. Torrey Pines Road and La 
Jolla Shores Drive. 
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ACTIVIST FINED — A Vermont pro-life 
activist who has sought to intervene in the case 
of ‘‘Baby Jane Doe’’ was fined $500 and had 
his lawsuit thrown out of court by a federal 
judge who equated the attorney’s actions with 
harassment. U.S. District Judge Roger J. 
Miner of Albany denied a motion by attorney- 
activist Lawrence Washburn to appoint a 
guardian for the infant, born Oct. 11 with an 
open spine and water on the brain. 


PEACE MISSION — Pope John Paul II 
met in the Vatican with 800 crew members of a 
U.S. aircraft carrier stationed near Beirut, 
Lebanon, and described their assignment as a 
‘‘mission of peace’’ in a war-torn area.

HE’S ‘DIRECT’ — Boston’s new 
Archbishop Bernard F. Law is a Harvard 
graduate known nationally for his ecumenical 
activity and in his home Missouri diocese for 
his pastoral directness. Pope John Paul 
promoted Bishop Law from the Diocese of 
Springfield-Cape Girardeau, with 52,000 
Catholics, to head the 1.9 million Catholics of 
the Boston Archdiocese. 


TALKS CONTINUE — Leaders of the 
American Jewish Congress’ new Institute: on 
Jewish-Christian Relations said the institute’s 
theological dialogue with Catholics will 
continue despite opposition within the Jewish 
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community. The first activity of the dialogue 
was a theological conference in Lucerne, 
Switzerland. ; 

CASHING IN — By cashing in on a $60 
million killing in the market last year, the 
Archdiocese of Chicago was able to erase an 
operating deficit of $29 million that had 
accumulated over 20 years. Despite a transfer 
of $24 million out of endowment funds to 
operating funds, the total value of the 
archdiocese’s endowment investments 
increased in the year by $21 million. 

HOMELESSNESS — The growing 
problem of homelessness in America can only 
be met with a comprehensive program that 
also addresses issues such as joblessness and 
hunger, Auxiliary Bishop Eugene A. Marino 
of Washington told a congressional panel. 

VALUES NEEDED — Christians should 
work for justice based on Gospel values rather 
than political ideologies, said Pope John Paul 
II in an address to the Costa Rican bishops. 
“‘The Christian does not need to have recourse 
to any ideology in order to love, defend and 
collaborate in the liberation of man,’ he 
added. ; 

U.N. EMPHASIS — The Holy See is 
concerned about the strong United Nations 
emphasis on contraception as a solution to 
world-population growth, according to Msgr. 
James .McHugh, special adviser to the 
Vatican’s U.S. Observer Mission.

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Pope: Our schools have dual values 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Because 
Catholic schools serve man and society 
while encouraging faith, they should be 
promoted and defended by the faithful, 
said Pope John Paul II Jan. 28. 


The pope’s strong statement 
supporting Catholic education came 
during a talk to 10,000 Italian school 
children’ and teachers to celebrate the 
feast of St. Thomas Aquinas. 


SPEAKING TO the school groups in 
Pope Paul VI auditorium, the pope said 
the survival of Catholic schools is tied to 
the survival of the Church. 


‘‘The school is an essential instrument 
for the spreading and deepening of faith, 
for the expansion of Christianity and the 
reign of God,’’ the pope said. ‘‘For this 
reason, the school is for the Church a 
reason for life.“ The Church can’t live 
without teaching, without making use -of 
the method of the schools.’’ 


Teaching in this sense, he said, goes 
beyond constructing a simple humanism. 


“CERTAINLY, IT is involved with 
bringing man to his fullness, but also and 
above all with making him a ‘child of 
God,’’’ he said. The school thus has an 
evangelical and a cultural role, he said. 


‘The Catholic school must never lose 
this view of its dual dimension. As a 
Church reality, it gives witness of Christ 
to the world. As a legitimate part of civil 


society, it must be exemplary in its service © 


of man, culture and the common good, 
without privileges, but also conscious of 
its full rights,’’ the pope said.

The double role of the Catholic school 
requires ‘‘a profound collaboration 
between lay Catholics and Religious 
institutions,’’ he said.

for the needs of the Church...for divine 
worship, for apostolic and charitable 
work, and for the worthy support of its 
ministers. They are also obliged to 
promote social justice and, mindful of the. 
Lord’s precept, to help the poor from 
their own resources.”’ 


Stewardship is also an education in 
Gospel values, said the bishop, and he 
asked that ‘‘we fulfill our own 
stewardship as priests so that we can 
preach stewardship to others.’’ 


THE NEW Code is specific about the 
duties of clerics, said Bishop Maher, who 
spoke of a ‘“‘special obligation to seek 
holiness in their lives.’’ 


The priests’ spiritual life is meant to be 
centered on the Eucharist, the Divine 
Office, and sacred scripture, said the 
bishop; permanent deacons are bound to 
at least part of the Office and daily 
participation in Mass whenever possible. 
All clergy, added the bishop, are called to 
prayer, frequent penance, to ‘‘honor the 
Virgin Mother of God...and to hold to 
solid doctrine, the doctrine of the 
(ecumenical) councils and the Roman 
pontiffs.”’ 


“Canon law tells us to pursue 
perfection in our pastoral ministry and to © 
nourish our spiritual lives,’’ said the 
bishop. ‘‘We are stewards in the service 
of God and in service to His people.”’ 


THE SUGGESTED timetable 
released by the Stewardship office calls for 
a first sermon on stewardship as a ‘‘way 
of Christian living’’ to be preached Feb. 
5. Commitment Sunday is set for Feb. 19, 
with a second Commitment Sunday set 
for the following week. 


As an aid, the Center for Liturgy and 
Prayer has prepared a set of prayers, 
petitions, homily hints and reflections for 
use on both Stewardship Sundays, mailed 
to all priests and deacons of the diocese. 
In addition, pastors and Stewardship 
chairmen have already been provided 
with the necessary parish materials, 
including the pledge envelopes in English 
and Spanish.

Zebulon 


It is pronounced Ze-bu-lon. The lector, the deacon, and myself 
looked it up and practiced pronouncing it before last Sunday’s 
Mass. 

The area of Zebulon was also referred to as ‘‘heathen 
Galilee,’’ because the people there had fallen away from 
Judaism. It was these people to whom the prophet referred, when 
he wrote ‘‘the people who walked in darkness.’’ The area and the 
people, if not despised, were certainly not highly regarded by the 
‘‘pure Jews’’ of Jerusalem. 

But jesus wenc there. He went there because people lived 
there. He also went there because He had special esteem for the 
lowly and the despised. 


Jesus not only went to Zebulon, ‘‘He toured ALL of Galilee.’ 
Moreover, in His travels, Jesus cured people ‘‘of EVERY: 
disease and affliction.’’ Those words ‘‘all’’ and ‘‘every’’ make it 
clear that the ministry of Jesus was not exclusive. His outreach 
was universal. 


We are faithful to the vision of Jesus as long as we retain the 
universal scope which was His. In each of our minds there exists 
at least one Zebulon, one place or one group of people whom we 
instinctively shun or despise. It is a challenge to face our 
prejudices honestly, and then reach out past the limits of those 
prejudices. We accomplish that only with God’s grace. 


As a diocese, we can be grateful that we strive to minister to all 
needs and to every affliction. Our parishes do not fold up when 
the neighborhoods change...our parishes remain active and 
willing to serve whosoever is there. Our schools serve non- 
Catholic as well as Catholic children, and we oe dispense 
financial aid when possible. 


The major social service agency which represents us is 
Catholic Community Services. This agency attempts to serve 
any person in need, be. it an unwed mother or a family in need of 
counselling. The one question never asked is whether the client is 
a registered member of one of our parishes. 


All of these efforts represent our way of following Jesus, and 
going over to Zebulon. The outreach of the Diocese of San Diego 
is both impressive in its size and effective in its results. hy 

Once a year, you are asked to support all these good works 
through the program known as Stewardship. Over a decade old, 
Stewardship has been the financial mainstay for ministries of 
outreach in your diocese. 


This month we are challenged. Challenged to go over to 
Zebulon, to become aware of the needs there and to do what we 
can to alleviate every affliction. 


From my viewpoint, 
response to Stewardship says a lot about how self-interested we 
are, or, about how truly Christian we are.

As the presidential campaigns begin in 


earnest, one major issue that could 


emerge this election year is the future 


.makeup of the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Last summer, in the wake of the high 
court’s ruling against the Akron abortion 
control ordinance, pro-life leaders began 
noting that five of the six justices who 
joined in striking down the Akron law 
were 74 years of age or older and, thus, 
were presumably nearing retirement. 
Now both sides are calling attention to the 
issue. 


Both sides are on target in their 
assessment that whoever is_ elected 
president next November is likely to have 
the opportunity of making several 
Supreme Court nominations. But 
whether those nominations will 
substantially change the direction of the 
court, including its judgments ‘on 
abortion, is still an open question. 

Of the five justices in question, Justice 
William J. Brennan Jr. is the oldest; he 
will turn 78 this April. Next come Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and Justice 
Lewis F. Powell Jr., whose 77th birthdays 
are within two days of each other next 
September. 


The ‘‘youngsters’’ of the group are 
Justices Thurgood Marshall and Harry 
Blackmun, who will mark their 76th 
birthdays _ this July and November 
respectively. 


Though there is no mandatory 
retirement on the court, the chances of at 
least some resignations during the next 
presidential term are great. The youngest 
of the group, Blackmun, for instance, will 
be three months past his 80th birthday 
when the next presidential term ends on 
Jan. 20, 1989, and Brennan will be 82. 
(Reagan will be three weeks shy of his 
78th birthday.) 


In recent weeks and months pro-life 
groups continued to cite the importance 


of the Supreme Court’ s makeup and the ~ 


election in 1984 of a president 
sympathetic to pro-life goals. When the 
Hatch constitutional amendment on 
abortion, which split the pro-life 
movement, was defeated in the Senate 
last year, pro-life critics of the measure 
said the ages of the Supreme Court 
justices, not the vote totals on Hatch, 
were ‘‘the numbers that really count.’’ 


The issue also came. up during the 
recent annual March for Life in 
Washington when participants in a White 
House meeting with Reagan said the 
president assured them future appointees 
to the court would be screened for their 
positions on abortion. And one pro-life 


-group, Americans United for Life, is 


planning a March 25 conference in 
Chicago to begin laying the groundwork 
for what it expects to be the opportunity 
in the next few years to reverse the 
Supreme Court’s abortion decisions, 
given the likelihood that new justices soon 
will join the court. 


In 1980 one of the most controversial 
planks of the Republican Party platform 
said Republicans would work for the 
appointment of judges who respect “‘the 
sanctity of innocent human life.’’ But 
Reagan himself has never publicly stated 
that his judicial nominees would promise 
beforehand to work for reversal of Roe vs. 
Wade, the 1973 landmark abortion 
decision. 


‘Abortion is ‘obviously a vital issue, 
but I will not promulgate in advance a 
‘litmus test’ for judicial appointments,’’ 
said Reagan in a written response to 
questions submitted by NC News during 
the 1980 election campaign. 


A case in point was his nomination of 
Sandra Day O’Connor to the court in 


1981. Though she ultimately won the’ 


praise of pro-lifers for her stinging dissent 
in the Akron case last year, her 
nomination was initially opposed by 
right-to-life groups, which said she was 
‘‘pro-abortion.”’

Apocalypse now 


VATICAN CITY, (NC) — Nuclear war means the 
Apocalypse, Pope John Paul II told 17 world scientists, including 
U.S. astronomer Carl Sagan, at a Vatican meeting Jan. 23. 


The scientists met Jan. 23-25 under the sponsorship of the 
Pontifical Academy of Sciences to study the potential effects of a 
nuclear war. 


“Tt is necessary to create a new knowledge in humanity — and 
especially in the leaders of nations — in order to avoid what 
would be not a war but nuclear destruction, the Apocalypse,’’ the 
pope told the scientists. 


The scientists came from the United States, the Soviet Union, 


Italy, Great Britain, Argentina, West Germany, France and 
Brazil to prepare a report on the ‘‘winter chill’’ which they said 
could engulf the world after ‘a nuclear explosion. 


Carlos Chagas, head of the pontifical academy, said the report 
will delineate the effects of a nuclear blast on the ecology and 
climate of.the world. 


“It deals with an extremely serious and present subject, that 
is, the consequences, which would be tremendous, of a nuclear 
explosion in the atmosphere resulting in the so-called ‘nuclear 
winter,’ ’’ Chagas said. 


He added that a nuclear blast would create clouds which could 
block out the sun, making temperatures drop dramatically in the 


northern and southern hemispheres and _ stopping 
photosynthesis, the process by which plants use sunlight to feed 
themselves and at the same time release oxygen. 

During the meeting with the pope, Sagan and Soviet 
meteorologist Vasily Alexandrov described the effects of a 
nuclear blast. % 

Chagas quoted the pope as saying that “‘the most important 
act for the world today is to find a moral deterrent. This is the 
only road that can lead to peace.”’

Separation of church and state 


This year’s Week of Prayer for Christian Unity involved 
considerable discussion about the ecumenical implications of the 
establishment of full diplomatic relations between the United 
States and the Vatican. Among the arguments used against those 
claiming that U.S.-Vatican relations violate the separation of 
church and state is the fact that despite Queen Elizabeth II’s role 
as head of the Church of England, the United States has 
diplomatic relations with Great Britain. 


The role of the English monarch as ‘‘supreme governor’’ of 
the Church of England is certainly less significant in the debate 
about U.S.-Vatican relations than it is in the discussion of the 
future of Anglican-Roman Catholic relations. Recently, 
however, two members of the Anglican-Roman Catholic 
International Commission (ARCIC) proposed that in the event 
of reunion between the Anglican and Catholic,churches, the 
English monarch could still be ‘‘supreme governor’’ of the 
Church of England. ‘‘There does not seem to be any 
fundamental reason why the sovereign should not be supreme 
governor of a Church of England united with Rome, if his or her 
authority is confined to the temporal well-being of the Church,”’ 
explain Jesuit Father E.J. Yarnold and Anglican scholar Henry 
Chadwick. 


The terms ‘‘supreme governor’? and ‘‘confined to the 
temporal well-being of the Church’’ seem contradictory. 
Inadequately explained is the authors’ statement that ‘‘the 
authority of the universal primate (the Pope) is limited’’ and ai 
it ‘does not carry the right to stifle all initiatives and traditions.’ 
‘In the normal run of events’’ Anglicans would not be obliged t to 
obey the Pope’s orders, they say. 


The problem of authority in a reunited Church will not be 
settled by an attempt to harmonize royal and papal power by 
describing their respective roles as ‘‘supreme governor’’ and 
‘universal pastor.’’ It just might be that the reunion of the 
Church will mean the separation of church and state in England.

One of the personal advantages of belonging to a 
thoughtful prayer group which combines scriptural 
reflection with petition is that one learns to ponder and 
question why people react the way we do to the things that 
happen to us — and even why certain difficulties occur to 
some and not to others.

If we take that as our 
touchstone, it is surprising how much easier it becomes to 
understand why and how we have so many problems. 
Obviously our world is not overwhelmingly loving, 
compassionate, generous or unselfish — and neither are 
we. 

I’M NOT suggesting that our disposition might alter 
events = although I can see that it could; nor that we are 
to blame for what happens to us — although there are 
occasions ‘when we could argue that. But we do control 
how we react to what happens to us and that is where 
pondering our circumstances in the light of the Gospel can 
be of immense help.

people suffering from depression. In the course of our 
discussion, one person asked, ‘‘Have you ever known a 
depressed person who did things to help other people or 
make them feel good?’’ We had not and that led to an 
interesting interchange on what depression is and why we 
fall into it and, eventually, how we may avoid it. 


Most of us feel ‘‘down’’ from time to time for reasons 
which can encompass everything from incompatible 
ionization of our atmosphere to sluggish body chemistry. 
Usually it only takes some unexpected stimulation to 
bring us back onto an even keel. But the depression that 
becomes a real problem is that which prevents us from 
functioning as we normally do, and that can become 
incapacitating. Dr. Leonard Canner, in ‘his book Up 
From Depression classifies three different types of 
depression: That which is internally generated; that 
which is a reaction to loss of some kind — of loved ones, 
self-esteem, employment and so on; and thirdly, neurotic 
depression which is the result of a maladjusted 


‘personality. 


WHAT THE different states of depression have in 
common is real suffering and also, an undercurrent of 
anger. It is the anger that may drive a person to 
destructive actions — directed either at themselves or 
those near at hand. At least one theory insists that 
depression is always associated wih repressed anger and a 
sense of loss or deprivation. When someone we loved has 
died one of the symptoms of grief is anger — anger at 
being left alone, at being, in a sense, abandoned. 


Madeleine Sophie, as Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia 
listens; Nix is the first black chief justice of any state 
court. And in Boston, a homeless man waits in blowing

Sometimes the anger is directed against God when 
things do not go the way we think they should in our lives. 
Often this shows itself in a loss of faith, which does 
nothing to help our depression. Depression is a hostile 
feeling. The last thing a truly depressed person is likely to 
do is to reach out to another’s need in a loving caring 
way. We turn in upon ourselves in self-pity and pull the 
blinkers over our eyes and lock our hearts. That is why it 
is so difficult to ‘‘reach’’ someone who is really depressed. 


But we do have the option of identifying and facing the 
anger that is the root of our problem, and eroding our 
well-being and happiness. It takes courage and probably 
the help of a friend and counsellor, but it is better than 
apathy and emotional suicide. For apathy undermines 
feelings of self-worth and without the assurance of our 
own value, it is easy to give up on ourselves and our 
world. 


PERHAPS THE best way to help those who cry out to 
us in their depression is to let them see that we are not so 
unlike — that the feelings they have are not unique to 
them — that, as Karl Jung has said, what is most personal 
to us is also most universal to all humankind. Praying 
with and for them, perhaps we can lend them the courage 
to re-open themselves to our caring presence and reassure 
them of their infinite value as people chosen by God to 


live His life in our human condition and through whom — 


He will build His kingdom.

oe The fundamentalist mood

The fundamentalist mood appears daily on news pages. 
The dramatic rise of Islamic fundamentalism and its 
confrontation with the West has touched even our 
American world. We noted it first in Iran, but it is taking 
place in many Arab countries. It is a shock to many that 
young women in these Arab countries want their sisters to 
return to the voluminous cloaks, the veiled face, the 
second-class rank in society: (Or so it appears to us.) 


Yet what is involved in this fundamentalist mood is a 
desire to return to the safe values, to certainties, what is 
known. The fundamentalist spirit has reached the West, 
especially in our religious values. TV and radio preachers 
pour out strong phrases demanding adherence to the 
traditional interpretations of certain basic Scripture texts. 
Even so, fundamentalism is not an easy thing to define. 
One thing seems clear: central to it is a militant attitude 
resisting changes brought about by the predominant 
culture. 


AT THE center of it is Scripture (for Islam that means 
the Koran and how it shall be interpreted.) Father 
Leonard Foley thinks that the fundamentalist ‘‘won’t let 
the Bible be human enough.’’ By ‘‘human’’ he means 


that while the Bible is God’s word, it came to us through 
men and it needs humanity in order to be able to read it 
for the times. It needs human thought, human effort to 
see what it means for us in our world. 


To understand what is involved, let’s consider another 
phrase often used, but which deserves some thought. We 
hear people speak of the ‘‘ambiguity of the world.’’ What 
does that mean? That the world itself (society, culture) is 
like a book. It is up to the individual, to the community of 
believers to discern in the events that happen, where 
God’s will and desire for us lie. Some would insist, the 
world is neutral; we read God into it, or out of it. The 
non-believer, ‘‘the good pagan’’ as the early Fathers 
spoke of him, will still exercise humanitarian and 
philanthropic virtues as a personal choice, as a ‘‘civilizing 
influence.”’ 


BUT THE Christian takes God’s word, the Bible, and 
applies the yardstick of its wisdom to what is presently 
happening. He will then see God’s hand therein, hear a 
call to action, a call to use present events to further the 


kingdom. The fundamentalist will take God’s. word and 
say, the world must be seen exactly this way and only in 
this way, and woe to those who do not accept it, see its 
judgment on the times. It does not seem to be the world 
“God so loved that He sent His Son.’’ 


Someone has observed that in Islam the Christian 
virtues — charity towards all, forgiveness, forebearance 
— do not have a central place. They can be taught, as 
they were in the great medieval period, through the 
wisdom of the interpreters of the Koran. The 
fundamentalist view in Christianity while it will speak of 


charity and forgiveness, is rather harsh on sinners, . 


uncompromising, and unequivocally condemns those 
who do not accept this view. 

We, children of the Word, must search each day’s 
events and learn what is God’s will for us this day. It is 
not always that clear. There are no black and white 
answers. There are no sweeping certainties. We must find 
in the world the love of God, and then exercise our faith in 
a very painful way, with utmost charity. This is a mature 
attitude, knowing that to this God has called us. 
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was trying to do’’ when he expanded the 
use of general absolution, said Msgr. 
Frederick McManus, academic vice 
president at the Catholic University of 
America and a canon law and liturgy 
expert. 


The theological commission, a papally 
appointed group of 30 theologians, meets 
yearly to discuss. major doctrinal and 
theological questions posed to it by the 
pope or by the Vatican’s doctrinal 
congregation. 


ITS REPORTS are only advisory, but 
they are not made public unless they are 
released by the prefect of the doctrinal 
congregation, Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, who is also the ex officio 
president of the commission. 


In its latest report, Penance and 
Reconciliation, published in the United 
States in January, the commission argued 
against use of general absolution even in 
most of the ‘‘extraordinary emergency 


‘ situations’’ in which church norms permit 


its use. 


Instead, it suggested, a non- 
sacramental communal penance service 
should be used, in which any participants 
in a state of serious sin should be urged to 
make an act of perfect contrition. 


THE COMMISSION argued that 
there is confusion about the later 
obligation to confess serious sins after 
general absolution, but the perfect 
contrition approach makes this obligation 


“‘psychologically more understandable to 
most of the faithful.’’ 


“*That’s like saying that when people 
attend Mass, at times they should not take 
Communion in order to increase the 


' psychological impact of the presence of 


Christ,’’ Father Orsy commented. 


At issue, said Msgr. McManus, is “‘the 
deprivation of the sacrament of 
penance.”’ 

MSGR. RICHARD Malone, director 
of the U.S. Bishops’ Committee on 
Doctrine, acknowledged that the 
commission’s position on general 
absolution was controversial. But he 
defended the document, saying that it is 
‘‘aimed at reviving the whole sacrament 
of penance’’ and “‘intent on saving the 
sacrament from being gobbled up by 
general absolution.”’ 


Guidelines criticized... 


(In Rome, American Passionist Father 
Barnabas Ahern, a Bible scholar and 
member of the commission, expressed 
essentially the same views as Msgr. 
Malone. The document’s main purpose is 
to tackle ‘‘the fundamental crisis of 
penance stemming from the loss of.a sense 
of sin,’’ and its stand against general 
absolution was an attempt ‘‘to bring 
people alive to the basic elements which 


_ go to make up contrition and penance,”’ 


he told the NC News Rome bureau.) 


Father Buckley saw a different pastoral 
issue at stake, however. 


“IF SOMEBODY is in a state of 
mortal sin, to deprive him of the 
sacrament for a long time is unpastoral,”’ 
he said. The document ‘‘shows a 
shocking disregard for the horror of 
remaining in serious sin,’’ he said. 


Msgr. McManus and Father Orsy 
noted the commission’s focus on the 
mortal sin issue and suggested that for the 
average Catholic not in serious sin the 
question of general absolution should be 
viewed through a different prism. 


“If we urge people to frequent the 
sacrament, should we not under some 
extraordinary circumstances offer general 
absolution?’’ asked Msgr. McManus. If 
the sacrament can be made available, 
‘fone can’t argue that it is desirable’’ to 
substitute a non-sacramental service, he 
said. 


FATHER ORSY said he found several 
positive points in the total document of 
the commission, notably that it ‘‘faces the 
problem of what is a mortal sin.’’ 


A clearer understanding that mortal sin 
is a ‘‘serious break’’ with God and his 
grace would help people to understand 
that when this happens, ‘‘individual 
reconciliation is necessary,’’ he said. 


‘On the other hand, for the so-called 
‘ordinary sins’...general absolution can 
be used,”? he added. § 


THIS THEOLOGICAL view, he 
noted, coincides with Church law that 
requires individual confession only for 
mortal sins but recommends frequent 
reception of the sacrament whether one is 
in a state of serious sin or not. 


He noted that the Church trusts people 
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best I could and that wasn’t all too 
terrific.”’

Church loses under new Concordat 


ROME (NC) — Catholicism would 
not be the state religion in Italy under 
proposed revisions of the Concordat, the 


treaty that governs relations between the 
Church and Italy. 


The revisions also would make 
religious instructions in state schools 
optional and would require parallel civil 
action to make Church marriages and 


- annulments legal. 


ITALIAN PRIME Minister Bettino 
Craxi outlined the proposals to the Italian 
Parliament Jan. 25. It was the first time 
the proposals were made public by the 
government. Italian newspapers already 
had reported many of the proposals based 
on leaks from sources involved in the 
negotiations. 


Craxi, in his nationally-televised 
presentation, said the changes would 
establish ‘‘equality of religion and of 
citizens in Italy.”’ 


“The state has decided to adopt the 
pluralistic model of society envisaged by 
the Constitution,’’ he said. 


THE PROPOSALS are the result of 
15 years of Church-state negotiations 
over the Concordat, an agreement that is 
part of the Lateran Pacts signed by the 
Vatican and Italian dictator Benito 
Mussolini in 1929. 


The proposals also would eliminate 
reference to the ‘‘sacred character’’ of 
Rome as the location of the Vatican. 


One of the most delicate, issues, 
however, the administration and tax 
status of Church holdings in Italy, is not 
resolved in the proposals. Under the plan 
a special commission of Church and state 
officials would have six months from the 
signing of a new concordat to reach an 
accord on the issue.

individual confession to all those who 
‘‘wish or need it,’’ but could also provide 
penitential services with general 
absolution as a form of the sacrament for 
those who wished it and were not in need 
of individual confession. 
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Biblical images refer to’ our 
importance. Isaiah said a mother was 
more likely to forget her infant than God 
was to forget His children. God ‘‘knit’’ 
humans in their mother’s womb, a 
Psalmist said. 


EVEN IF.God ‘‘dropped a stitch’’ in 
that knitting and a human is too fat, 
skinny, retarded or handicapped, He still 
cares. ‘‘We’ve got to look at ourselves in 
that kind of perspective,’’ he said.

A child’s quest to fill that emptiness 
often leads to chocolate, skates or a 
Cabbage Patch doll, and adults 
sometimes .turn to alcohol, sex or 
possessions. ‘‘We think it’s going to be 
the house in La Jolla. That’s God, until 
the bill comes,’’ he said. 


He challenged listeners to put their 
husbands, wives, families and jobs in 
perspective. Because they can never 
“totally please you,’’Christians should 
trust that what they can’t give, God will, 
he added. 


THE ONLY way to make sure a 
bucket with a hole will always be filled is 
to immerse it in the ocean. ‘‘That’s what 
we need to to with Jesus...Once you have 
God you never have to ask for anything 
ever again.”’ 
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God wants his creation to reflect back 
His love. Man, who has dominion over 
the rest of creation, must “‘speak for all 
creation,’ he said. ‘‘We’re constantly 
being urged by creation around us to 
admire God.’’ : 


But creation was affected forever by sin 
when Adam and Eve wanted to be first, to 
be gods. He likened the world after the 
fall to a puzzle broken up into pieces. 
Each person has a piece of that puzzle and 


- needs to do their part in putting the 


puzzle together. The pieces only fit 
through love, Father Aurelio said. 


‘‘IT IS because of sin that we don’t see 
that we’re connected,’’ he said. ‘‘If we 
see us all as connected, then there is no 
such thing as a private sin.”’ 


An active member of the pro-life 
movement, Father Aurelio has often been 
told he has no right to tell a woman what 
to do with her body. He disagrees. We are 
all related and, ‘‘We can lift each other up 
or we can knock each other down,’’ he 
said. | 


Jesus can lift us up through confession, 
he said, but ‘‘He can not die for the sins 
we don’t give Him.’’ Father Aurelio 
acknowledged the recent unpopularity of 
confession: ‘‘Pity you that you don’t go to 
confession because Jesus is waiting for 
you on the.cross.”’ 


THE PRIEST thinks the basic 
message of the Old Testament. is God 
saying ‘‘Jesus’’ and preparing His people 
for the Savior. The core of the New 
Testament is Jesus’ response, 
“‘Abba...the Mass and the sacraments 
and all the rest is getting us to say that one 
word.’’ he said. 


Father Aurelio’s talks were simple, he 
said, because he like to make them 
“‘accessible’’ to everyone. ‘‘God is -not 
just a God of the intellectual,’’ he added. 


“The simplest things are the most 
difficult to understand sometimes...we 
need to keep being reminded the message 
is very simple. Why do we keep making it 
so complicated?’’ Carol Bessone, 
principal at Our Lady of Grace school, 
asked. She thought the talks would help 
her in finding ways to relate to her own 
children.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Freedom of 
religion in Cuba has improved, with an 


increasing tolerance between church and. 


state, but some discrimination remains, 
according to a report on human rights in 
Cuba by the Organization of American 
States. 


While there is no direct religious 
persecution, indirect restrictions 
constrain believers and lead to some 
discrimination, said the report, which was 
prepared ‘by the Inter-American 
Commission on Human Rights of the 
OAS. 


THE OAS, which expelled the Cuban 
government of Fidel Castro from 
membership after the revolution in 1959, 
has published seven human rights reports 
on Cuba in the past 20 years. The latest 
was completed last October and released 
several months later. 


‘*There is currently freedom of religion 
and worship in Cuba, but it is limited in 
terms of dissemination by two 
fundamental restrictions: the use of the 
mass communications media and 
education. The early hostility in church- 
state relations has given way to 
ideological competition, in which the 
government has, and uses, the vast 
resources it has at its command to actively 
promote the official Marxist-Leninist 
philosophy,’’ the report said. 


There -has been an evolution in the 
positions of government and church, 
which ‘‘has brought about a positive 
environment of mutual tolerance,’’ the 
report stated. 


‘““*THERE IS no religious persecution; 
the restrictions to which certain religious 
groups have been subjected, including 
imprisonment of some of their members, 
can be traced to the impact of their 
actions on the political system and not to 
the fact of professing a religious belief as 
such,’’ the OAS report said. 


‘*Nevertheless, indirect restrictions 
continue to constrain believers, leading to 
discrimination against them in various 
central aspects of the life and politics of 
Cuban society.”’ 


Three groups have been singled out by 
the Cubans as unpatriotic: the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, for their opposition to military 
service and public schooling; Evangelical 


Gideon’s Band, for being . ‘‘counter-, 


revolutionary’’; and Seventh Day 
Adventists, for refusing to work or send 
children to school on Saturdays. 


INDIRECT DISCRIMINATION 
exists in positions requiring Communist 
Party membership, open only to atheists, 
the report said. 


It traced church-state relations since 
the time of Castro’s revolution. During 
the 1960s, there was open hostility 
between the Catholic Church and the 
government. By 1969, the regime of Fidel 
Castro was consolidated and appeared to 
be irreversible. It also had improved the 
standard of living of those who were in the 
most disadvantaged :sector of-1959. With 
the emphasis in worldwide Catholicism 
on a commitment to social justice as a 
principal derived from basic religious 
beliefs, the Church became more flexible 
toward the government’s socialism, while 
rejecting Marxism-Leninism. 

“On the eve of 1959, there was a high 
level of secularity in Cuban society, with 
the result that the churches lacked the 
marked influence that characterizes their 
presence in other societies in Latin 
America’’ the OAS report said. ‘‘This 
influence, already limited, was basically 
restricted to the middle and upper classes 
and was very slight among the lowest 
ranks of society.’’ 


THE OAS report cited a 1957 study by 
a Cuban Catholic organization, 
Agrupacion Catolica, which said that of 
4,000 heads of rural families studied, 
53.51 percent had never seen a priest; 
36.74 percent said they knew a priest by 
sight only; and 7.81 percent said they had 
personal contact with a priest. Of those 


surveyed, 41.41 percent said they had no 
religious faith, although 52.10 percent 
claimed to be Catholic, 3.26 percent 
Protestant and 1.09 percent Spiritist. 
About 89 percent of the Catholics said 
they had never attended Mass. 


The 183-page OAS report said that 
immediately following the 1959 
revolution, the Catholic Church in Cuba 
became a focal point for those opposed to 
the government of Fidel Castro, and 
ideological positions became rigidly and 
diametrically opposed on education, land 
reform and on most other issues. In 1960, 
bishops’ statements said that in a 
showdown between the Soviet Union and 
the United States, the bishops would side 
with the United States. 


After the unsuccessful 1961 invasion of 
the Bay of: Pigs, in which members of 
Agrupacion Catolica and several priests 
participated, conflicts’ intensified, the 
OAS report continued. About eight 
percent of Catholic priests and Religious 
were expelled, and many others left 
Cuba. Many Protestants and Jews also 
joined the exodus. Later conscription of 
priests and seminarians into -work forces 
increased the conflict. 


THE GOVERNMENT : and the 
Cuban Communist Party in meetings in 
1971, 1975 and 1980, refined their 
attitudes regarding the relationship 
between Christians and Marxists, the 
OAS report said. 


‘In several interviews and speeches, 
President Fidel Castro. has upheld the 
same positions: ideological competition 
between religious beliefs and Marxism- 
Leninism; legitimacy of the use of all state 
resources for the promotion of. official 
ideology; repression of members of 
certain churches not on the basis of 
religion but rather for political positions 
derived from it and which are contraty to 
the fundamental policies of the 
government; observance of religious 
freedom as an individual right; and the 
absence of any contradiction between the 
social purposes pursued by socialism and 
those based on religious beliefs, 
specifically Christianity,’’ the OAS report 
stated. ; 


Since the Nicaraguan revolution of 
1979, Castro, who was raised a Catholic 
and educated in Catholic schools, has 
mentioned religion in his speeches, 
usually praising Christians who live the 
social Gospel favoring the poor, while 
denouncing those who side with the upper 
classes. 


THE OAS commission said 
restrictions on religion in the mass media 
and in education should be eliminated, 
‘*since they undermine the exercise of the 
right to religious freedom and worship.”’ 


The commission said it is ‘‘the right of 
religious institutions to promote the 
application of social principles based on 
their ethical concepts when this leads to a 
greater observance of inalienable human 
rights.’’ 


The OAS report added that indirect 
restrictions promoting discrimination 
against religious groups affect central 
aspects of life and politics in Cuban 
society. 


IN ITS conclusion, the report 
complimented Cuba’s political, 
economic, social and cultural system on 
its ability to deliver basic needs to its 
citizens, such as universal medical, 
educational and nutritional services, but 
faults its one-party rule and restrictions 
on personal freedoms. 


It said some elements of the Cuban 
political system, if developed, ‘‘would 
allow for the progressive evolution of a 
democratic order, today absent, and 
which is the only way of consolidating the 
advances made in the social area and of 
overcoming the deeply-rooted distortions 
that affect its economy.”’ 


‘‘The commission hopes that the 
internal and international conditions will 
be created that will make it possible to 
bring about the effective and authentic

“Silence comes naturally at 
times of great significance in our 
life.”’ Silence is natural then 
because “‘we feel we are coming 
into a direct contact with some 


truth of such meaning that words 


would distract us.”’ : 

Those words are Father John 
Main’s."He was speaking about 
meditation and how it demands 
familiarity with silence. 

Father Main was a priest of the 
Benedictine religious order who 
died in 1982. His approach to 
Christian meditation has ancient 
roots in the church. 

His path will not be chosen by 
all. But it is interesting to discover 
what meditation meant to this 
20th-century man of prayer. 

Pel sere eet 

John Main, born of Irish par- 
ents in London in 1926, joined 
the British Intelligence Service 
during World War Il and spent 
time rescuing intelligence work- 
ers left behind on the continent. 

After the war, he studied law. 
And later — he had learned Chi- 
nese by then — he became an as- 
sistant to the governor general of 
Malaya. 

It was in Malaya that Main met 
the Hindu Swami Satyananda. 
Drawn by this man’s deep peace, 
Main asked to hear more from 
him about prayer. 

Meeting once a week, the two 
men began to pray together for 
one half hour in silence. At the 
same time, Main practiced silent 
meditation twice a day on his 
own. This experience was to 
have great influence on Main. 

At age 30 Main returned to 
Irelarid, where he taught interna- 
tional law at Trinity College in 
Dublin for several years. Finally 
he decided to become a Benedic- 
tine monk in London. 

Father Main’s life as a priest 
eventually placed him in the role 
of headmaster at St. Anselm’s, a 
Benedictine school in Washing- 
ton, D.C. There he again 
pondered what he had discover- 
ed about meditation in Malaya. 
It happened that a young man 


ao? 
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came to Father Main asking to 
learn about Christian meditation. 
Father Main in turn went back to 
the writings of John Cassian, a 
fifth-century spiritual guide for 
St. Benedict. The tradition of — 
meditation he had experienced in 
Malaya, he discovered, had been 
alive among early church fathers. 
From that point on Father Main 
sought to lead people to a deeper 
experience of meditation. In 
1977, at the request of Auxiliary 
Bishop Leonard Crowley of Mon- 
treal, Quebec, Father Main open- 
ed a center of prayer-in that city. 
Bishop Crowley invited the 
center because of his concern 


‘about people who were moving 


away from their own faith into 
various meditation cults. 
i ia 

In ‘‘Letters From the Heart,” 
Father Main stated: “To meditate 
is just to ‘stand still at the 
center.” The word 
‘“‘meditation,’’ he ex- 
plained, means “‘to 
abide in the center.”’ 

How is it possible 
for people whose lives 
are filled with activity; noise and 
frequent pressures to experience 
meditation regularly? Father Main 
urged people to set aside two 
separate periods of 20-30 minutes 
each day, the first usually in early 
morning. 

Next, he suggested the person 
find a comfortable sitting posi- 
tion, with the back held straight. 
Then it is possible to begin. 

Father Main proposed that peo- 
ple use a ‘‘mantra’ — a single 
word or phrase — in meditation. 
He said: ‘““You should choose a 
word that has been hallowed 
over the centuries by our Chris- 
tian tradition.” 

He added: ‘“‘One of these is the 
word ‘maranatha’...which means, 
‘Come Lord. Come Lord Jesus.’’’ It 
is the word that St. Paul uses to 
end his first letter to the 
Corinthians. 

Another possible Christian 
mantra is the simple word Jesus 
used, “‘abba,”’ or Father. 

The person meditating repeats 
the mantra for the entire medita- 


tion period. When attention 
wanders, repetition of the mantra 
brings things back into focus. 

Father Main said: ‘“‘We begin 
by saying the mantra in the 
mind...then the mantra begins to 
sound not so much in our head 
but rather in our heart...then it 
seems to become rooted in the 
very depths of our being.” 

In this way the person moves 
from thinking about God to 
simply being with God. What’s 
more, Father Main believed, the 
meditation becomes a process of 
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Mantra. The word has an exotic ring to it. But in fact, 
as Father John Main discovered, mantras and 
meditation have deep roots in Christianity. Father 
John Main believed meditation moves people from 
thinking about God to just being with God. 


self-discovery, integrating one’s 
body, mind and spirit. 

Father Main described the ef- 
fects of this kind of meditation 
this way: ‘‘Just as a flower opens 
and blooms when we let it be, so 
if we simply are, if we become 
and remain silent, then our hearts 
cannot but open: The Spirit can- 
not but pour through our whole 
being.”

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People: guides to others 
~along the ‘uncharted 
waters of prayer

Every morning the couple gets 
up at 5:30 a.m. While the 
children sleep, the husband goes 
to the basement of their home 
and spends an hour doing 
calisthenics. 

His regimen includes weight- 
lifting for 15 minutes. As he 
pushes the weights rhythmically 
up and down, he prays: “Lord 
God, have mercy on me a sin- 
ner,’ or “‘Lord God, help me be 
a more patient and understanding 
father...’ 

The woman, too, combines ex- 
ercise and prayer, but in a way 
more suited to her temperament. 
First she does warm-up exercises. 
Then. she says morning prayers, 
using a shortened version of the 
church’s Liturgy of the Hours. 


Finally she goes outside and jogs. . 


The story of that couple was 
recounted by Neil Parent, who 
knows of many similar stories of 
prayer. He thinks such stories il- 
lustrate why it is that people 
themselves so often can serve as 
a resource about prayer. Parent is 
the representative for adult 
education in the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. 

The religious educator values 
other people’s prayer experiences 
highly, he said, because he is 
convinced that “prayer life is uni- 
que to the individual.” Figuring 
out how to incorporate prayer in- 
to one’s daily life is like “walking 
into uncharted waters,’’ he says. 

Fortunately, Parent continued, 
there is great interest now in 
spirituality and prayer. He said 
the amount of space devoted to 
this on the shelves of the 
bookstores and retreat centers he 
visits in his travels is striking. 
There are also many workshops 
on spirituality today in parishes, 
colleges and continuing educa- 
tion centers, he noted. 

To find out how people can 
help each other with prayer, I 
talked with Father James Bacik, 
who does “‘a good deal of spiritual 
direction” as a campus minister 
serving the University of Toledo. 

The Ohio priest explained that 
typically, a youth comes to him 
complaining that he can’t pray 
and sees this as a failure. Often, 
Father Bacik said, it quickly 
becomes apparent that the youth 
is quite prayerful but needs to 
develop some “‘trust in his own 
experience’’ of praying. 

In that situation, the priest said 
he encourages the youth “‘to let 
life provide the trigger for prayer.” 
Father Bacik said he does this by 
helping the person develop “‘a 


sense of God” and how he is 
working in the youth’s life. 

Often Father Bacik advises peo- 
ple to take advantage of patterns 
in their own lives that provide 
time and space for prayer. For 
example, if a person has to wait 
for a commuter train or bus, 
Father Bacik will suggest using | 
that time to think about God. 

The good things that happen in 
life can readily become con- 
nected to prayer. Often, even 
without consciously realizing it, 
people address their thanks to 
God, Father Bacik suggested. 

But negative experiences also 
can be an entry to prayer, Father 
Bacik remarked. Perhaps prayer is 
already happening, he thinks, if 
negative experiences in life lead 
people to ask, “‘Could life be 
better?”’ 

Sometimes people come to the 
priest with a “protest against 
life.’’ Perhaps their jots have 
become a dead end, or there is a 
gap in their lives because 
children have grown up and left 
home, or they ‘‘can’t handle sex- 
uality”’ as they would like. He 
then encourages people to use 
the experience to move more 
directly into praying. 

Father Bacik thinks that books 
are helpful prayer resources too. 
One that he recommends is ‘‘The 
God Who Fell From Heaven,” by 
Father John Shea. The author’s 
“introduction on prayer is ex- 
cellent,” the priest said, as are 
the prayer-poems in the book.

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Scripture helps

Not knowing how to pray is a 


_ source of distress for many peo- 


ple. They really want to pray, 
but often feel at a loss. 

St. Paul recognized this pro- 
blem. Since “‘we do not know 
how to pray as we ought,”’ the 
Spirit helps us, he assured his au- 
dience (Rom. 8:26). 

But how? By direct illumina- 
tion, some special inspiration? 
That sometimes happens, when a 
person stands before God, opens 
an empty heart and cries: “‘Lord, 
teach me to pray!’ 

But most often the Spirit 
chooses to guide people by 
means of the helps that are all 
around. These might even be 
called resources for prayer. 

At its most basic, prayer is a 
dialogue with God; if it is not 


when you just dont know how to 


spontaneous, it sometimes be- 
comes strained and even painful. 

Still, resources for prayer need 
not rob prayer of spontaneity. 
They can make the dialogue 
more interesting and fruitful. 

I don’t need any helps when I 
go to talk to a close friend. But if 
I have read a fascinating book or 
seen a good movie or had a par- 
ticularly moving experience, 
these things do aid our conversa- 
tion. Sharing them brings friends 
closer and helps them get to 
know each other better. 

What is most important is to 
bring ourselves into prayer with 
all of our experiences, good and 
bad. Sharing them with God 
openly, unaffectedly, brings us 
closer together. In the process 
we are changed, subtly perhaps, 
but really. 

Scripture is a gold mine. The 


Psalms, for instance, are ready- 
made prayers. Can their sentiments 
give voice to our sentiments? 

Think of the impact of these 
words from Psalm 69 in times of 
distress: 

Save me, O God, 

for the waters threaten my 

life... 

I am wearied with calling, 

my throat is parched; 

My eyes have failed with 

looking for. my-God. 

But then, to contrast with 
those images, read: 

Why are you so downcast, O ~ 

my soul? 

Why do you sigh within me? 

Hope in God! (Psalm 42:6) 

The possibilities are endless. 
We don’t have to have just the 
right words. But words can help 
voice our feelings. 

Ultimately, however, it is the 
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When it comes to increasing 
prayer potential, maybe it's 
easier than we think

Psychologists say that people 
use Only about 10 percent of 
their potential during a lifetime. I 
guess that means that ideally peo- 
ple could achieve 90 percent 
more in terms of goals, satisfac- 
tions, relationships with others 
and productivity at work. 

I don’t know how valid this 
idea is. But the whole idea seems 
like a companion to that nagging 
feeling we.sometimes have that 
we could do more if we tried. 

St. Augustine had his own way 
of putting this. It was he who 
said to God, “‘Our hearts are 
restless until they rest in Thee.” 
It’s just natural: we are restlessly 
impelled forward. 

If it is true that people only 
use 10 percent of their potential, 
would that apply also to prayer 
potential? Most people probably 
would welcome the addition of 
even a few percentage points in 
this area of life. 

The first step to developing 
our prayer potential is to develop 
a positive attitude toward our- 
selves as pfay-ers. I like to call 
this “‘self-talk.”’ It means saying, © 
“T can pray. I’ve done it before.”’ 
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Or, “Why not? I really have noth- 
i ing to lose and much to gain. : 


This kind of self-talk disrupts 
the pattern of negative attitudes 
that ‘stall us. 

Once self-talk gets us moving, 
it is time for a second step: Make 
a prayer-inventory. That means 
making at least a mental list of 
the moments when one does, in 
fact, pray. 5 


ow to pray 
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honest sharing of our sentiments 
that counts. In fact, Jesus warned 
us about concern for words in 
prayer: “In your prayer do not 
rattle on like the pagans. They 
think they will win a hearing by 
the sheer multiplication of words. 
Do not imitate them. Your Father 
knows what you need before 
you ask him.” 

Jesus taught his disciples how 
to pray by addressing God as a 
Father. This way of speaking to 
God as one who cares is 
important. 

Finally, when all is said and 
done, the ultimate prayer is: 
“May your will be done’? — and 
may I have the wisdom and 
courage to recognize and accept 
it, peacefully and joyfully.

. may help just to focus on the last 


48 hours. Many people will be 
surprised at how substantial their 
list is. 

Morning and night prayer and 
prayer at. meals will appear on 
many people’s lists. The lists will 
expand if it is remembered that 
prayer moments include spon- 
taneous requests for help, expres- 
sions of thanks or repentance, as 
well as moments of reflection 
that may or may not consciously 
be directed to God. 

Whether long:or short, the list 
holds this benefit: it shows that 
we have more experience with 
prayer than we tend to think. 

The third step in developing 
prayer potential is to remember 
the circumstances surrounding our 
prayer moments. For example, did 
we pray at a time of need, 
sadness, excitement or joy? Did 
we pray in church, at home, alone 
on a walk, with friends or family? 

It helps to identify the spaces, 
places and circumstances of our 
own prayer. They may be due 
for a rediscovery. 

A fourth step in developing 
prayer potential is to know a lit- 
tle better why we pray. What’s 
the motivation? 

Different people are motivated 
in different ways. 

—Perhaps we pray because we 
need something. 

—We may pray in a group 
where praying together gives a 
sense of belonging. : 

—There is prayer that helps us 
know ourselves better. 

—People pray to discover solu- 
tions to perplexing situations in 
life and to find God’s will for 
them. 

There is no single correct 
motivation for prayer, I believe. 
But it helps to identify why we 
pray. 

Prayer is the expression of an 
attitude that takes people beyond 
themselves. It helps when people 
feel frustrated or under stress. And 
it provides a chance to be ex- 
uberant when life is going well. 

By growing beyond the first 10 
percentage points on the scale of 
prayer potential, opportunities in- 
crease to express fears, joys, 
frustrations and needs, and to 
return to day-to-day life more 
refreshed and confident. 

Increasing prayer potential can, 
in fact, increase the potential for 
all of life. And increasing this 
potential may not be as difficult 
as people sometimes think.

Do you want to know yourself 
better? 

Genuine prayer can “‘move us 
to a greater knowledge of 
ourselves.’’ That intriguing sug- 
gestion was made by Cardinal 
Joseph Bernardin of Chicago in a 
series of reflections in 1981. At 
the time he was archbishop of 
Cincinnati. 

The cardirial was discussing the 
priesthood. But many of his com- 
ments seem to apply to prayer in 
general. : 

He stated: “Authentic prayer — 
that is, prayer which brings us in- 
to an intimate, loving union with 
God — will deeply affect how 
we perceive and deal with 
ourselves and with others.”’ 

But discoveries about oneself can 
be painful and risky. For people 
tend to rebel at first when they en- 
counter a side of themselves they 
find unattractive, he said. 

The cardinal cautioned that 
prayer is not simply self-analysis 
or introspection. Still, he con- 
tinued, in order to pray one 
needs to present oneself honestly 
to God. This means acknowledg- 
ing weaknesses, strengths and 
dependence on God. 

Cardinal Bernardin quoted Or- 
thodox Archbishop Anthony

Bloom who observed that people 
hide their true selves behind the 
social front they present to 
others.

WASHINGTON (NC) — The International Nestle 


Boycott Committee Jan. 26 suspended its U.S. boycott of 
Nestle S.A. because of Nestle’s ‘‘commitment’’ to 


following the World Health Organization code in infant » 


formula marketing, boycott and Nestle officials 
announced at an unusual joint press conference in 
Washington. 


In a joint statement the two sides, bitter antagonists for 


almost seven years, said the boycott was suspended and . 


that ‘‘Nestle recognizes and supports the commitment of 
INBC and its members to safeguard the children of the 
Third World from hazards related to the inappropriate 
marketing of infant formula.”’ 


NESTLE HAD been accused by the boycotters of 
improper marketing of infant formula in underdeveloped 
nations, where, critics charged, infants were threatened 
by formula because mothers were unable to use it 
properly due to inadequate safe water supplies, lack of 
education and other problems. Nestle, which does not sell 
formula in the United States, is the world’s largest infant 
formula producer. 


Boycott leaders said, however, that they will continue 
to monitor Nestle and that they will turn their attention to 
other formula companies. 


Amid praise for their former opponents, 
representatives from Nestle and the boycott sealed their 
amity by eating Nestle chocolate bars — one of the 
numerous Nestle products which had been boycotted. 


SISTER REGINA Murphy, a Sister of Charity who 
chairs the New York-based INBC, called the agreement a 


‘ 


‘historic’? event which will have ‘‘an impact on babies 
and mothers of the world now and always.”’ 


She said it was a day for celebration and thanksgiving 


and that Nestle had ‘‘demonstrated the kind of moral 
courage and leadership expected of those at the top.”’ 


Progress between the two sides, which once had little 


contact, advanced rapidly in mid-December after a 
chance meeting on a Metroliner train between a Nestle 
executive and boycott leader led to further discussions and 
joint work with WHO and UNICEF to iron out 
remaining differences, Nestle and the boycotters said. 


‘““SOME OF us suspect a nudge from a heavenly 
source,’’ Sister Murphy joked. She said monitoring of 
Nestle activities will continue for another six months with 
the anticipation that ‘‘the boycott will come to a full stop”’ 
at that time. 


‘‘Now that this controversy has been satisfactorily 
resolved, we can concentrate our efforts on the real causes 
of infant mortality and morbidity in developing nations 
— contaminated water, ignorance, malnutrition and 
inadequate health care,’’ added Rafael Pagan Jr., 
president of the Nestle Coordination Center for Nutrition 
Inc. 


Among its other efforts since the passage of the WHO 


code in 1981, Nestle has developed extensive marketing — 


guidelines for its employees and set up an internal 
auditing commission chaired by former Secretary of State 


Nestle boycott is suspended, its commitment cited 


and Sen. Edmund Muskie (D-Maine) to investigate the 
company’s actions. 


MUSKIE, WHO is recovering from a heart attack, ’ 


said in a statement released at the press conference that 
his commission will continue to monitor Nestle and plans 
an extensive report later this year. 

‘Nestle has moved forward to become a model for the 
whole industry, a model which creates a new standard of 
corporate behavior,’’ said Douglas Johnson, chairman of 


the national Infant Formula Action Coalition, a leading © 


boycott group. ‘‘This will protect the health and lives of 
infants around:the world from the abuse of marketing at 
any cost. In this commitment, our interests and Nestle’s 
have become parallel.’’ 


‘‘We believe the (Nestle) commitments are sincere and 
will be implemented,’’ Johnson added. 


HE ANNOUNCED that INFACT is “‘serving notice’’ 
on other formula companies. ‘‘Nestle’s leadership must 
be followed by other companies, especially those of the 
United States,’’ Johnson said. He charged that ‘‘these 
companies have relished sitting on the sidelines’’ during 
the boycott and that ‘‘the responsible commitments won 
from Nestle have been unfairly exploited to expand their 
market share.”’ 


Pagan said the economic impact, if any, of the boycott 
is hard to assess but that implementation of the WHO 
code costs some $15-20 million and that the boycott was 
taking its toll on Nestle employee morale. 


Jewish leader asks papal reply to charge of post-war Nazi aid

A top American Jewish official has formally asked Pope 
John Paul II to investigate and answer, assertions that 
Catholic officials or the Vatican helped Nazi war 
criminals to emigrate illegally and escape prosecution for 
their crimes. 


Julius Berman, chairman of the New York-based 
Conference of Presidents of Major Jewish Organizations, 
made his request in a telegram to the pope Jan. 26, after 
The New York Times published an investigative report on 
allegations of such Church aid to Nazis. 


VATICAN AGENCIES, the Times report said, 
played a key role specifically in the escape from Europe of 
Walter Rauff, a former Nazi SS officer now living in 
Chile who allegedly was responsible for preparing and 
equipping mobile vans that gassed an estimated 200,000 
Jews to death during World War II. 


The Times cited two main sources for its story: a ‘‘top 
secret’? 1947 U.S. State Department report, recently 
declassified, and statements by Serge Klarsfeld, a Paris 
lawyer who has specialized in tracking down fugitive 
Nazis. 


The State Department report, by Stephen La Vista, a 
U.S. foreign service official in Rome, called the Vatican 
“‘the largest single organization involved in the illegal 
movement of emigrants.’’ It said the Vatican applied 
pressure, particularly in Latin “America, to provide 
havens for former Nazis and Fascists, ‘‘so long as they are 
anti-Communist.”’ 


THE TIMES also quoted from a 1962 statement by 
Rauff to the Supreme Court of Chile, released by 
Klarsfeld in January, in which Rauff said he was hidden 
in Rome for 18 months by a Catholic priest, ‘‘always in 
convents of the Holy See.’’ Klarsfeld expressed doubts 
that ‘‘convents of the Holy See’’ simply meant Catholic 
Religious houses. He argued that this must have referred 
to Vatican-connected facilities because Rauff would not 
have dared to lie or exaggerate on that matter in a 
Statement to judicial authorities of a Catholic country 


such as Chile. apt 


The new assertions add another chapter to a long- 
standing controversy over four basic issues: 


.© Whether the Vatican, in the course of its massive 
efforts to help resettle displaced persons after World War 
II, actually did help some Nazi officials or collaborators to 
escape from possible prosecution for war crimes in 
Europe; x 

© Whether the Vatican as a matter of policy 
consciously sought to resettle persons with known Nazi or 
Fascist sympathies (but not necessarily criminals) in Latin 
America out of a concern to combat world Communism; 


© Whether, if either of the first two cases is true, the 
Vatican participated knowingly in the illegal escape of 
war criminals or was only an unwitting partner in those 
illegal acts; 

¢ Whether priests or other Catholic officials who may 
have knowingly abetted the escape of war criminals were 
acting as Vatican agents or with Vatican knowledge or 
approval, or whether they engaged in such activity on 
their own, with neither the knowledge nor the approval of 
authorities in the Holy See. 


The Times quoted Vatican press spokesman Father 
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VATICAN CITY — The Vatican has. denied 
accusations contained in a New York Times article 
that it systematically helped Nazi war criminals. 
escape from Europe after World War II. The denial 
was issued Jan. 29 by Father Romeo Panciroli, 
Vatican press officer. He cited press comments by 
two Jesuit historians criticizing the Times article. ‘‘T 
point out to you what was said in this regard by 
Father Robert Graham, an authoritative scholar on 
this subject, and Father Pierre Blet, equally expert, 
who have already given a sufficiently clear response 
to questions on this case,’’ Father Panciroli said in a 

_ brief, hand-written statement given to reporters. 
U.S-born Father Graham, staff member of the 
Jesuit magazine Civilta Cattolica in Rome, and 

French-born Father Blet, on the faculty of the 

Gregorian University in Rome, were two of the 

scholars assigned by Pope Paul VI 20 years ago to 

study and publish Vatican documents.on World 

War II.

Father Krunoslav Draganovic, a Croatian Catholic 
priest who lived in Italy after the war and was an alleged 
Nazi collaborator, ran the network that provided Barbie 
with false documents and smuggled him out of Europe.

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Demand high for pre-school certification course

SAN DIEGO — Popcorn popping ‘and 
outdoor outings are some of the “‘life 
experiences’ that preschool religious 
educators will- be encouraged to share 
with their ‘students. 

‘‘All those things are really religious 
experiences because it is the creator’s 
creation,’’ 
Mary Meyer said. She has developed a 
five-week preschool certification course 
for teachers. 


AT LEAST 55 of the diocese’s 88 
parishes have preschools, Sister Margaret 
Mary said. There are about 230 teachers 
for 2,135 preschool students ages three 
through five, she added. 


Dominican Sister Margaret — 


Demand was high for the training 
course, which began Jan. 21, she said. 
The class was closed when 75 signed up 
and plans have begun for a repeat course 
in the fall. 

Sister Margaret Mary, who works in 
many education areas for the diocese, is 
head of preschool education.

Pope says that Tribunals 
must update and simplify 


. By Sister Mary Ann Walsh 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Church 
tribunals must update their thinking in 
marriage cases, basing decisions on 
changes in canon law which have 
simplified procedures and have taken 
greater account of modern sciences in 
deciding on the validity of a marriage, 
said Pope John Paul II Jan. 26. 


He cited canons 1095 and 1098 which 
indicate that among the reasons for which 
a marriage can be annulled are lack of 
discretionary judgment about what a 
marriage involves, psychological 
difficulties which prevent a person from 
making a commitment, and deceit. 

ANOTHER PURPOSE of the new 
Code of Canon Law, he added, is 
render the administration of justice more 
flexible and functional by simplifying 
procedures, streamlining formalities and 
offering judges. more discretionary 
power.”’ — 

The pope spoke at an audience with 
officials and canon lawyers of the Roman 
Rota, a church’s highest appeals court. 
He said church courts must conform their 
practices and attitudes to the new Code of 
Canon Law which went into effect last 
year and to the spirit of the Second 
Vatican Council. 

In the 20-year period since the end of 
Vatican II canon law has been in flux and 
there have been ‘‘abuses and lack of 
seriousness that must be lamented,’’ he 


said. 


THE POPE ALSO told judges that it 
is wrong to interpret the new law as if it 


were the old one. 


The Church must promote and defend 
“*the sanctity, dignity, and indissolubility 
of matrimony,’’ the pope said. 

But in doing so judges ‘‘cannot forget 
the real and undeniable progress of 
biological, psychological, psychiatric and 
social sciences,’’ he said. Use these 
sciences to protect a ‘‘true marriage and 
not one which only has the appearances of 
marriagé, not being a marriage from the 
start,’’ he said. 


THE POPE said that decisions about 
the indissolubility of marriage must be 
made without prejudice and that each 
case must be judged on its own merits and 
not used “‘as a means to correct abuses’’ 
or aS a means 
pastoral problems.”’ 


But before judges can make correct 
decisions, the pope said, they have to 


know the spirit of the Second Vatican . 


Council. 


“‘The Code of Canon Law is a new 
law,’’ the pope said, ‘‘and should be 
understood in the light of the Second 
Vatican Council to which it Cage mst 
conforms.’

‘No substitute’ for printed word 


CHICAGO (NC) — ‘‘There is no 
substitute for the printed word as a means 
of communication’’ which means that 
““never has the need for the Catholic press 
been greater,’’ according to Father 
Edward J. Slattery, president of the 
Chicago-based Catholic Church 
Extension Society. 


Father Slattery, in a column in the- 
January issue of Extension magazine, 
wrote that ‘‘radio and television tend to 
ignore the importance of religion in the 
fabric of American life, and the secular 
press usually relegates its religious 
sections to one of the back pages.”’ 


ARTICLES WHICH get printed 
often lack ‘‘the depth and understanding 
of true Catholic teaching,’’ the priest 
said. 


But the Catholic press has a lot to offer, 
he suggested. 


“‘Our diocesan newspapers can be one 
of the Church’s most powerful 
educational tools fotadults. The complex 
issues of our time§,’such’as family life, 
war and peace, science and technology, 
need adequate space to be presented,’’ he 
said. 


“THE GREAT need in America 
today is to develop a religious perspective 
to so many facets of modern life. The 
Catholic press plays a critical role in 
bringing that about, walking in step with 
a rapidly changing world,” he continued.

He pointed out, however, that reading 
is more demanding than using other 
media and noted that William 


Shakespeare had said that ‘‘knowledge - 


doth make a bloody entrance.”’ 


“‘Perhaps that kernel of wisdom is the 
reason why so .many people have 
abandoned the printed word in favor of 
less challenging communicating media, 
such as radio and television,’’ Father 
Slattery said. Television conditions 
people to be ‘passive in the learning 
process’’ and ‘‘you might say we have 
become spoiled and somewhat lazy,’’ he 
added. 


ONE ADVANTAGE of the printed 
word is that it is ‘‘patient’’ and allows the 
reader to ponder what has been written, 
so that spiritual reading provides ‘‘an 
ideal vehicle for prayer,’’ he said. 

However, he said, he does not wish to 
imply that the Catholic press is difficult 
reading. 

He urged more Catholics to ‘‘do 
themselves a favor’? by reading the 
Catholic press. 


Beginning with our next issue,

What’s worse, even such comparative 
disappointments in this genre as My 
Tutor ($7) and Private School ($6) 
finished well ahead of Educating Rita 
($3.4); Under Fire ($3); Local Hero 
($2.8); Tender Mercies ($2.5); and 
Testament ($1), which were favorably 
reviewed by most critics and were on the 
U.S. Catholic Conference’s Best 10 list. 


TENDER MERCIES and Testament, 
moreover, the latter a much more cogent 
depiction of the peril represented by 
nuclear war than the highly publicized 
The Day After, also are slated to receive 
Christopher Awards, the only films so 
honored this year. 


Also finishing ahead of the USCC 
selections were such gems as The Entity, 


Revenge of the Ninja, Sting IE, Sorceress, - 


Amityville 3-D, Spacehunter, and 
Yellowbeard, all of which were either not 
reviewed or reviewed only to be reviled. 


You don’t have to be a _ bluenose 
moralist or an effete snob to be taken 
aback at all this. 


AND WHAT are we to make of the 
fate of another USCC Best 10 selection, 
The Right Stuff? This flawed but 
immensely entertaining movie has, 
despite the almost universal praise of the 
critics and a cover story in Time, taken in 
only $6 million so far, ranking 54th on 
Variety’s list, sandwiched between The 
Entity and Cheech and Chong Still 
Smoking — the latter the last gasp, or 
puff, of the Cheech and Chong saga. 


Consider also The Right Stuff’s $6 
million, not only in comparison to the $36 
million-plus of the execrable Flashdance, 
a movie I’m sure you have heard about, 
but also with the $24 million of The Toy, 
which you may not have. The latter, a 
comedy, was.a dismal remake of a dismal 
French original of a few years ago. 


The Toy, in fact finished in 17th place, 
a notch above — are you ready for this? 
— Gandhi, which swept the Academy 
Awards in 1982. 


AND JUST two down from Gandhi 
nestles Clint Eastwood’s latest Dirty 
Harry outing — the brutal, radically 
immoral Sudden Impact, which took in 
$23 million. 


Lest you want to interpret this as a 
victory for non-violence over violence, the 
awkward fact is that Gandhi was released 
14 months ahead of the Eastwood 
cruncher, which is bound to be one of the 
big moneymakers of all time, having 
racked up its current total in a single 
month. 


And while we’re on the subject of 
Eastwood-like simple solutions, . both 
Bond epics did quite well, thank you, with 
Sean Connery’s Never Say Never Again 
finishing behind Roger Moore’s 
Octopussy ($33) but with a respectable $25 
million. 

THE MAIN conclusion I draw from 
all this is that American moviegoers 
turned out most enthusiastically in 1983 
for fantasy, laughs and sex. Of special 
note was their fondness for moyies that 
made them feel good about nuclear peril 
and crime in the streets by trivializing 
them. I need only point out the Bond 
movies, War Games, 48 Hours, and 
Sudden Impact. 


Pundits have often observed that 
humanity can’t bear too much reality. All 
well and good, but to ignore it utterly, 
trusting to somebody else to make the 
right decisions, represents a kind of 
neglect that is scarely benign.

Simple things in 
BELLEVILLE, Ill. (NC) — “The amazing thing is 
that you see people with two eyes. We just don’t realize 


our gifts — what it is to have two eyes, ordinary health, a 
couple of good meals,’’ said Bishop John D. Wurm of 


~ Belleville. 


Bishop Wurm, 56, underwent surgery Nov. 2 for a 
malignant tumor in his liver. The cancer has spread to his 
eyes‘and possibly his brain. 

HE HAS received chemotherapy and radiation 
treatments and was hospitalized Jan. 24 for the third time 
since the operation. He was listed in good condition Jan. 
26 at St. John’s Mercy Medical Center in St. Louis. 


The simple things are what bring joy to life, the bishop 
said during an interview which was published in the Jan. 
20 issue of his diocesan newspaper, The Messenger, ‘‘to 
share with the people that I am very much at peace.”’ 


On Jan. 6 the newspaper also published a letter from 
the bishop explaining his condition and telling the people 
that his sufferings were being offered for ‘‘increased 
vocations to the priesthood and religious life, a resolution 
to the unemployment problem and good crops and a 
productive harvest’’ in his rural diocese. 


“I PRESENTLY have double vision and one of my 
eyes is not opening properly. I am still very hopeful that 
the radiation treatments will resolve the problem,’’ he 
wrote. ‘‘There are signs, however, of additional cancer iti 
the area of the brain.’’ 


With all the concerns and problems in the world, the 
bishop said in the interview, ‘‘it is just the simple things 
that really bring joy and happiness. I sit on the back porch 
and enjoy the birds, the creatures of the Lord.”’ 


The bishop said he is most grateful that he did not die 
right away, but has time ‘‘to pray, to meditate and to 
review my past priesthood. I have tried to be a good 
priest; I really have.”’ 


“YET SOMETIMES when you get out there, 
because of the human condition, you think you are acting 
and speaking ‘ex imo, corde’ (from the heart), but 
sometimes you are speaking ‘ex imo ego’ (from the self).”’ 


The bishop also wanted to share with the people in his 
diocese the prayers of thanksgiving he has prayed after 
Mass. ‘‘every day for 30 years.’’ 

One of them, he said, is ‘‘Lord, my God, in this 
moment now, I willingly and in submission, undergo 
whatever kind of death it would please thee to send me, 
with all of its sorrows, pains and anguish.”’ 


*“THEN I also say the prayer of St. Ignatius: Take, O 
Lord, all my liberty, my memory, my understanding, my 
will. Give me only your love and your grace. With these I 
am rich enough and ask for nothing more. 


“I said these prayers with real sincerity,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
really didn’t know what a powerful impact they would 
have on me. Now I have come to realize the Lord is 
asking something of me as a result of these prayers. I am 
ready and willing to respond in any way he wants.”’ 


“If he wants me to stay a long time; if he wants this to 
be a transitional period of suffering; if he wants me, I will 
do his will,’” the bishop said. 


HE SAID ‘‘many times you don’t think of it, and then 
30 years later the Lord says: ‘All right, we’re going to 
cash in on them (the prayers).”’ 


Bishop Wurm, who has headed the Illinois See since 
1981, said “‘the most traumatic part of my experience was 
the fact that I was so active and all of a sudden everything 
seemed to stop. At first I was shocked...to be stopped in 
my tracks, without even a chance to say hello or goodbye 
to the people.”’ 


The bishop said that his condition has caused some 
suffering, ‘‘but what has become a great source of 
strength for me are the mysteries of the rosary...I can’t 
read the Office (because of his eye condition), but I 
meditate on the mysteries, and every aspect is such a 
powerful prayer. ; 

“I HAVE always tried to be a simple, good priest, a 
Marian priest, trying to serve the people. That’s pretty 
much the way it has been. I know that we are all sinners, 


_ make mistakes and offend people. For that I am sorry...”’

Baby Doe rules get OK 


WASHINGTON (NC) — While the federal 
government’s new “‘Baby Doe’’ rules do not sacrifice 
equal protection for handicapped infants, final judgment 
about the new rules might best wait until their 
effectiveness is demonstrated, the director of the U.S. 
bishops’ Office for Pro-Life Activities said. 

The director, Father Edward M. Bryce, in a Jan. 20 
statement said the new rules also do not sacrifice the 
federal government’s ability to investigate and remedy 
cases where handicapped infants are subjected to medical 
neglect. 

“THE NEW features of the final regulation on 
treatment of handicapped infants are designed to make 
enforcement of the law in this area less confrontational 
and more cooperative,’’ he said. 


He was commenting on the Jan. 9 release by the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services of final rules 
prohibiting the denial of customary medical care to 
handicapped newborns solely on the basis of their 
handicap. 

The new rules encourage hospitals to establish Infant 
Care Review Committees and require all health care 
facilities to post notices briefly explaining federal rules for 
treatment of handicapped infants and _ providing 
telephone numbers to report suspected cases of non- 
compliance.

L.A. auxiliary, 1,300 others 
urge new Latin policy in ad 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — Auxiliary Bishop Juan 
Arzube of Los Angeles has joined more than 1,300 
southern California residents in signing an open letter to 
President Reagan urging a ‘‘halt to all U.S. military aid, 
show of force, covert Operations, and intervention in 
Central America.”’ 

“‘We must not destroy Central America in order to 
save it,’’ said the letter, published as a full-page 
advertisement Jan. 24 in The Washington Post. ‘“‘We 
hear the same old arguments. When will we learn that 
wars are easier to start than to stop?”’ 

THE LETTER also urged the president to “reject the 
Kissinger Commission emphasis on immediate aid for a 


_ military victory in El Salvador while playing down the 


possibility of a peaceful political solution.”’ 


The letter called for negotiations as proposed by 
Venezuela, Mexico, Colombia and Panama when they 
met in 1983 at Contadora. 


Msgr. William Barry, chairman of the Southern 
California Interreligious Council; Franciscan Father Alan 
McCoy, superior of the Franciscan community at Santa 
Barbara; and more than 50 southern California priests 
and Sisters were among those signing the letter. 


SPONSORED BY the Southern California Interfaith 
Task Force on Central America, the letter also urged 
Reagan to ‘‘grant temporary asylum to Central American 
refugees until they can safely return to their homelands.”’ 


Specifically, it called for a two- to three-year suspension 
of deportations of Salvadorans while a study of human 
rights conditions for returnees is conducted, as suggested 
by pending Senate and House measures. 


“One billion dollars in aid has been poured into El 
Salvador during your administration. Daily we spend 
over $2 million in Central America. Now the Kissinger 
Commission recommends spending $8 billion in the next 
five years,’’ the letter said. ‘‘We currently are actively 
financing the sabotage’ of the economy and the 
‘government of Nicaragua.’’ 


THE LETTER added, ‘‘We request the opportunity 
to meet with you when religious leaders gather in 
Washington on March 19th and 20th to pray and witness 
for peace, justice and self-determination in Central 
America.’’ An ecumenical coalition concerned about 
U.S. policy in Latin America is planning activities in 
Washington on those days. 

The letter said that about 20 percent ofthe Salvadoran 
population has fled to refuge or exile, that there have been 
“over 36,000 political murders of non-combatants, 
almost all by government-related forces,’’ that ‘‘in 
Guatemala, government repression has terrorized the 
population and over 1.1 million have fled their homes. In 
southern California, we now haye over 300,000 Central 
American refugees,’’ it said. 


“‘We say ‘enough’! We refuse any longer to stand silent 
witness to this betrayal of American decency and 
humanity,”’ the letter signers emphasized. 


THE KISSINGER Commission, set up by Reagan, 
said in a Jan. 11 report that military aid to the Salvadoran 
government is necessary to eradicate Soviet-Cuban 
influence and that aid to Nicaraguan insurgents is needed 
to pressure the government of Nicaragua. The 
commission urged a strong U.S. military stance in 
Central America but said the United States should not 
rely solely on military solutions to the region’s problems. 

The human needs of Central America also should be 
met, the commission stated. The report urged a five-year, 
$8 billion recovery plan to help people suffering from 
malnutrition, disease, illiteracy and poor housing.
